Washington, D. C., June 22.—Two 
fliers of the army air service, Capt. 


Howard T. Douglas and Lieut. Marl! 
J. Plumb, were drowned in Chesapeake 
bay today after a collision of their 
planes in the course of a bombing raid 
directed at the hulk of the old battle- 
ship San Marcos off Tangier island.

the accident was one of the. most 
peculiar on record. Lieut. Plumb, fly- 
ing a fast single seat plane, was drop- 
ping bombs, and Capt. Douglas, in a 
similar machine, was observing the 
raid from above.

Chicago is in the midst of a “ third 
flat” water famine, though 957,000,000 
gallons of H2O are sucked out of the 
lake and turned over-to our citizens 
every twenty-four hours.

Engineer Alexander Murdoch said yes- 
terday after an afternoon more than 
usually replete with complaints of low 
water pressure. 

“ We are pumping 97 per cent of our 
990,000,000 gallon capacity. We are 
pumping enough water every day to 


‘cover the area of the city with 2.7" 


inches of water, and that part of the 
city on which buildings are erected to 
a depth of more than six _ inches. 
Sounds like enough, doesn’t it?” 
Violations Cause Trouble. 

Permitting the water to run at the 
tap “so we'll always have a cold 
drink,” use of running water instead 
of an ice box to keep milk and butter 
cool, and thousands of violations each 
dy of the city ordinance, which re- 
quires that the use of water for 
sprinkling, washing windows, walks, 
or watering gardens, shall be confined 
to the hours between 5 and 7 a. m. and 
7:30 and 10 p. m., is given as the rea- 
son for the low water pressure.

In a decision handed down yesterday 
by the State’ Supreme court Attorney 
General Brundage won a victory in the 
suit involving the aubstion of who 
shall pass on the sufficiency of the 
nomination certificates in judicial elec- 
tions. 

The litigation grew out of the Re- 
publican committee contest, where two 
sets of judicial nominations weré sub- 
mitted by rival party committees. 
the time Secretary of State Emmerson 
held it was the duty of County Judge 
Frank S. Righeimer, County Clerk 
Robert Sweitzer, and Maclay Hoyne, 
then state‘s attorney of Cook county, 
to pass on the question as to which 
ticket was regular. 

The Supreme court held that Secre- 
tary of State Emmerson alone has the 
power vested in his office to rule on ob- 
jections to nominating petitions. 

When the two sets of judicial nomi- 
nees were submitted the Cook county 
officials held against both and in con- 
sequence no Republican nominations 
were placed on the ticket. It was to 
prevent recurrence of such action that 
the quo warranto proceedings were 
brought by the attorney general.

WONDERS OF RADIUM. 


? INNEAPOLIS writes: Please ex- 


plain what radium is and for 
‘what it is used. 
REPLY. 

To answer your letter in 500 words ls 
somewhat of a task. Radium was dis- 
covered in pitchblende in 1898 by Mme. 
Curie and her husband. At present 
nearly all the radium manufactured 
comes from carnotite ores mined in 


tions of surrounding states. 

In 1901 the medical properties of ra- 
dium began to be discovered. Naturally 
those who read this column are inter- 
ested in the medical uses of radium. 
These uses may be divided into two great 
groups—medical and surgical. The sur- 
geons use radium [n the treatment of 
superficial cancers. It is supposed to 
destroy the cancer cells and ledve other 
cells unharmed, or rather unharmed to a 
far lesser degree. It has been claimed 
that canoer cells treated by diathermy 
(heat) are changed into ordinary cells, 
ané@ the suggestion is made that radium 
acts in the same way. So far as science 
has gone now it is held that radtum in 
the treatment does not take the place of 


surgery but is used as an aid. It is some- 


times used before operation and some- 
times after to reach cells that cannot be 
removed, 

Radium is used to treat papillomas of 
the bladder. It is used for uterine 
fibroids. It stopa excessive hemorrhage 
not due to fibroids, It is used in the 


|} treatment of golitersa, 


It has q considerable surgical field. 
Investigations along this line were pret- 
ty well stopped temporarily by the world 
war. It is supposed to be a valuable in- 
gredient in baths used in the treatment 
of rheumatisms and neuralgiaa. In ac- 
cordance with this belief the government 
has determined the radium content of 
the water from many of the mineral 
springs. 

Even more promising is the subject of 
the physics of radium. This study threat- 


ens to revolutionize everything we know 


about the earth below and the heavens 
above. In the light of the revelations 
made by radium we may have to scrap 
our works on astronomy, on physics, ahd 
on chemistry and begin again as naked 


|as a new born babe. Our boasted mate- 


rialistico philosophy founded, as we 
lished fact, we may come in time to re- 
gard as fanciful as Greek mythology. 


In the first place, these new discoveries 
teach us that the old alchemists may 
have been right. The elements are not 
elements at all.

RECOGNITION OF PRESIDENT 
OBREGON. 


Chicago, June 9.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}J—A letter just received from an ob- 
serving American, a mining engineer, 
who has resided in Mexico over five 
years and is familiar with Mexican con- 
ditions, may have something of inter- 


est to your readers on the present rec- 
ognition of President Obregon. He sets 
forth three reasons why he believes the 
United States government wiil not rec- 
ognize President Obregon. _ 

First and most important, President 
Obregon has not started to pay, or even 
made arrangements to pay, of the huge 
foreign loans made to the Mexican gov- 
ernment, payment of which is guaran- 
teed by 40 to 60 per cent of Mexican 
customs. These bonds have matured, 
and neither interest nor principal has 
been paid. As interest has not been paid 
for about twenty years, it doubles the 
indebtedness. This is easy money for 
European nations to collect by force— 
that is, by taking over the customs, as 
guaranteed by the provisions of the 
loan. Under the Monroe Doctrine the 
United States government must a* least 
codperate in the collection of these just 
and long overdue debts, It is doubtful 
that President Obregon can secure thea 
consent of the Mexican congress te pay 
off this loan ‘promptly. In addition, 
there are other very heavy obligations 
amounting to many millions for prop- 
erty ggized and destroyed due to revolu- 
tions.

TRY TRUCKERS’ TRICKS ON 

LATE POTATO CROP. 

Experts familiar with the climate 
and and soils in thfs section say the 
late potato crop should be planted this 
week. It is reasonable to expect a fair 
-crop of late potatoes in northern IIli- 
nois, southern Michigan, and northern 
Indiana if the seed is in the ground by 
the last of June. 

When potatoes are planted in late 
June the tubers begin to form in Sep- 
tember and October, when early fall 
rains and cooler weather begin. Fre- 
quently the best crop of potatoes is the 
late crop, because the tubers on the 
early plants begin to férm in August, 
during the hottest and driest period of 
the summer. 


Experienced growers often use the 
The 
principal difficulty in planting potatoes 
this late is in getting good seed. Use 


the light, where green, stalky sprouts 
have had a chance to form. ‘Good gar- 
deners usually discard the potatoes 
that have white, lanky sprouts. 

Sprouted potatoes must be handled 
carefully to preserve the _ tender 
sprouts. Roots develop readily at the 
base of these sprouts and begin their 
work soon after they are put in the 
ground, where they come in contact 
with the moist soil. If the potatoes are 
planted four or five inches deep, there

Breyer Reaches Georges’ Camp. 

Several of Carpentier’s French 
friends arrived at his camp today. 
Notable among them is Victor Breyer, 
usually spoken of as “the foremost 
sportsman of France.” 4 
. M. Breyer is well known in American 
sports. Twenty-five years ago he used 
to bring over French bike racing teams 
for our open bike meets. and his men 
carried off many prizes and made many 
records when bike racing was one of 
the most popular of all sports. 

Later Breyer brought over some of 
the best French and Belgian riders for 
the six day races, and still later was 
interested in automobile racing, when 
French drivers were noted as the most . 
daring and skillful in the world. 

Fights All Through War. 

Before the great war he was pub- 
lisher of L’Auto, the best French sport- 
ing paper. He fought all through the 
war, and like Georges Carpentier, was 
wounded, gassed and decorated for 
service under fire, receiving a commis- 
sion. 

Since the war he has resumed his 


| place as publisher of L’Auto and a lead- 


ing figure in French sports, both ama- 
teur and professional.
